MISPLACED EMPHASIS 

President Tniman has nnmed a fourth 
team to try to RCt some action on antl-ln- 
Ilatlon IcBlslfttlon. And an the nnme day 
that the new team's lineup nns announced, 
cx-Presldcnt Hoovcr'a commission on or- 
ganization of the executive branch ol the 
government Issued another Interim report on 
Its search for prcater Bovcmmcnt efficiency. 

Tlicse latest flndlnRS give some hope, that 
If and when the complete recommendations 
are acted on, they will offer n real weapon 
sgalnst Inflation. 

Red tapff In the sinn^e opmtlon of pur- 
chasing, the report stated. Is cnstinR an un- 
necessary 5250,000,000 a year. It went on to 
list a number of "underlylnR deficiencies" 
which had been uncovered by a task force 
headed by Russell Forbes, former commis- 
sioner of purchase for the City of New Vork. 

The recital of .ihortcomlnRs liad ft familiar 
sound, even thouRh It Included some that are 
peculiar to the Job In question. For It con- 
tained the same criticisms which are always 
found when somebody throws b IlRht on Rov- 
emment function — too many confuslnf: laws 
and rcEnlattons, ovcrlapplnR nncT Incomplete 
authority, too many flncers In the pie, moun- 
tains of needless papenvork. 

But this Iriterlm report did more than ex- 
pose the tangle of red tape, It gave some 
Idea of what -causes the snarl. And by Im- 
plication It suRRested some rcmndlc;, pend- 
ing more specific prescriptions in the linnl re- 
port. 

"The emphasis of the laws (RovemlnR pur- 
chasing) Is not on promotlnc efflcloncy and 
economy," the task force wrote, "But upon 
preventing graft. Over-regulation encour- 
ages routine buying, prevents economy and 
the exercise of Initiative/' 

The statement calls new nttcntlon to one 
of the costly weaknesses of our ever-RrowIng 
government machine. Tlic blRRCst business 
In the world Is run by methods that a suc- 
cessful private business would not tolerate 
for a week. 

Mr. Hoover's task forte ha.i put Its finger 
on one of the sorest spot.^: Tlie cmphasLi l.i 
not on economy and effleicncy. but on pre- 
venting dishonesty. Tills in turn traces to 
the scale of government salarlci. 

The government needs cnpuble, experi- 
enced executives In nil departments as much 
as any business does. But government can- 
not begin to compete with business In at- 
tracting such men. Further, the .-ialarles are 
to meager that the weak-willed are always 
open to the temptation of augmenting them 
In any way they get the chnnce. ITence the 
double, triple nnd quadruple cliechs on almo.^t 
every operation. Hence also the .slowncs:;, 
dupllcntlon and waste of fund.?. 

It still Hccms Imperative thnt the govern- 
ment some day mu.^jt .spend money to save 
money. A wholesale cut In payrolh Is not 
the whole answer. If salaries were rnl."eil 
$200,000,000 or even $20,000,000 In the povern- 
ment purchasing departments to save S2Sn.- 
000.000 It would quite clearly bo n sound In- 
vestment. 

Perhaps If congress Rives the final Ilcovrr 
report the serious attention 11 nndnnbtoclly 
will deserve, something finally may be done 
in UilJ direction. 



OUT TIIEY not 

No matter what motivated the eJty offi- 
cial In their decision to throw out slot ma- 
chines, effective at midnight Dec. 31, they 
are to be commended for their nctlon, and 
here's hoping Twin Falls has hat! Its fill of 
thcae mechanical bandits for nli time. 

Of course the city will be unable to carry 
out all the public Improvements nnticlpated 
In the elaborate budget b.Tscd on slot machine 
revenue, but It will be good rlridnnce nevcr- 
thcle.'is. 

The trtnible Twin Falls experienced with 
clot machines was not worth the revenue the 
city gained from sueh a source, and It became 
apparent that any future Improvements 
which mli^ht result from continued opera- 
tion of the machines would Involve too great 
a price. It will bo nrcued by .some that the 
city made a mlsl.ike by gnttlnt; Into the filot 
maciilne biLslncs.-; in the first place. Others 
will contend that most nf this trouble with 
Blot machines throughout thB state had Its 
Inception with the last scs.s!on of the Icgls- 
loture. 

In any event, Twin Fall-;' experience with 
the machines scr^•ed one good purpose. It 
opened people's eyes a.s to how much money 
these one-armed banditi actually take In. 
Not hundreds of dollars. Not thomands of 
dollars. But hundreds of thoiL^and.';!
